8%., and in the patronage of Thomas Kinnersley and H. C. Meynell, Esqs.: the 
tithes have been commuted for £370, and the glebe comprises 40 acres. The church is a handsome 
structure in the early English style, and contains splendid monuments and effigies of the six Lords 
Gerard, the last of whom died in 1807; also an elegant monument by Chantrey to Thomas 
Kinnersley, Esq., father of the present patron. There are places of worship for Wesleyans and 
Roman Catholics.

John Lightfoot D.D. (rector of Ashley) 1602-1675 D74 
Lightfoot, born 29 Mar 1602, was 2nd son of Thomas Lighfoot (vicar of Uttoxeter) c1572-1653 and 
Elizabeth (Bagnall). He was educated at Moreton Green near Congleton, Cheshire under Thomas 
Whitehead. He studied at Cambridge where in Jul 1617 he was a sizar at Christ's College and 
matriculated. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1620.1 (M.A., 1624) (D.D., St Catharine's Hall, 
1651). From 1621 to 1623 he was an assistant schoolmaster of Repton Grammar School, Derbys. 
On 22 Sep 1622 he was ordained deacon and on 21 Sep 1623 ordained priest (both) by Lichfield. In 
1626 he was appointed chaplain to Sir Rowland Cotton of Bellaport in Norton-in-Hales, Salop 
knight c1577-1634 and was likely a stipendiary curate at Norton-in-Hales. From 1627 to 1629 he 
was a Stipendiary curate at Stone and from 1629 to 1630 he was resident at Hornsey, Middx. On 15 
Sep 1630 after presentation by Sir Rowland Cotton he was instituted rector of Ashley. Likely in Apr 
1642 Lightfoot was chosen by the House of commons as a member of the Westminster assembly of 
divines (which held meetings between 1643 and 1653). He is said to have moved to London in 1642. 
In 1643 Lightfoot was a lecturer at London St Bartholomew-by-the-Exchange and on 16 Apr 1643 
Robert Marchenton e1613-1654 was in office as stipendiary curate-in-charge at Ashley. Under An 
act against the enjoying of pluralities ... (16 Jan 1642.3) Lightfoot probably resigned at Ashley 
shortly before Feb 1643.4 when he was in office as compliant minister of Great Munden, Herts. At 
Ashley during the presbyterian intrusion his brother Samuel Lightfoot 1610-1651 QV was 
compliant minister in Aug 1644 and another brother Josiah Lightfoot c1608-1684 QV from 1645 to 
1660. In 1650 John was appointed master of St Catharine's Hall, Cambridge and in 1654-5 was 
acting vice-chancellor of the university. At Great Munden in early Jun 1660 he probably continued 
as de jure rector but following An act for the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660) 
he appears to have been removed. However on 13 Dec 1660 after presentation by the Crown he 
was (again) instituted rector of Great Munden. By the same act he was, plurally, restored as rector 
of Ashley and thus displaced his brother Josiah Lightfoot. However since John was not resident his 
brother Josiah continued in office as stipendiary curate-in-charge. Lightfoot subscribed to the Act of 
uniformity on 21 Jul 1662. In 1665 the (Ashley) rectory was valued at £40. In 1665 his brother 
Josiah certified the hearth tax for Ashley constablewick and was assessed on 7 hearths. On 22 Jan 
1667.8 John Lightfoot was appointed 2nd prebendary of Ely. Still in office at Ashley, Ely and Great 
Munden Lightfoot died, aged 73, on 6 Dec 1675 at Ely but was buried on 9 Dec at Great Munden. 
An inscribed monument (with the arms of Lightfoot and Crompton) read "In Memoriam Johannis 
Lightfoot Dec 6 AD 1675 aet 72". His will made on 23 Sep 1675 was proved under PCC on 29 Dec 
1675. The value of his personalty is undiscovered but in his will he made bequests of over £500. 
Lightfoot married first 21 May 1628 to Joyce Crompton (c1597-?1656) dau of William Crompton of 
"Stone Park", Stone esquire c1543-?1600 and widow of George Copwood of Dilhorne c1570-1626 by 
whom he had 4 sons and 2 daughters. He married second about 1658 Ann (d a1675) widow of 
Austin Brograve. John Lightfoot (a minister) 1631-1661 was his first son, Anastasius Cotton Jackson 
Lightfoot (vicar of Thundridge, Herts) 1635-1671 was his third son whilst his daughter Joyce was 
the wife of John Duckfield M.A. (rector of Aspenden, Herts) c1625-1685. Lightfoot was a hebrew 
and theological scholar and author of many books which include EFrubhin, or, miscellanies christian 
and judaicall (1629), works on Exodus (1643) and Acts (1645), Harmony of the foure evangelists 
(1644-1658), Horae hebraicae et talmudicae (1658) and, the posthumous, Opera omnia (1686). 
Lightfoot's theological beliefs were complex. Ordained into the anglican church he was later a 
committed presbyterian and later still (apparently) a committed anglican. [and see ODNB]

Samuel Lightfoot M.A. (compliant minister, Ashley, Staffs) 1610-1651 

Lightfoot, born at Barthomley, Cheshire and christened there on 9 Sep 1610, was 5th son of 
Thomas Lighfoot (later vicar of Uttoxeter) c1572-1653 QV and Elizabeth (Bagnall). He was 
educated at Repton School, Derbys under Mr Whitehead. He studied at Cambridge where on 28 Jun 
1628 he was admitted as a sizar at Clare College but on 18 Feb 1628.9 migrated to Christ's College. 
At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1631.2 (M.A., 1635). He was presumably ordained deacon (? 


and priest) before his appointment as an usher at Nottingham Grammar School where he is said to 
have been in office from 1630 to 1636. On 2 Mar 1637 after presentation by Isham Parkyns of 
Bunny, Notts esquire 1601-1671 he was instituted vicar of Bunny. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he may have 
continued here as compliant minister. In Aug 1644 Samuel was briefly compliant minister of Ashley 
rectory from which his brother John Lightfoot 1602-1675 had resigned about Feb 1643.4. By Mar 
1644.5 another brother Josiah Lightfoot was in office as compliant minister here. At Bunny Samuel 
is said to have been a "preaching minister" in 1650. He died, aged about 41, and was buried at 
Bunny on 6 May 1651. The entry in the parish register is said to have styled him "parish clerk". 
Lightfoot may not have married.

The youngest son of the Rev Thomas Lightfoot was Samuel who was a member of Christ's College Cambridge and took the 
degree of BA in 1631 and MA in 1635 and entered into holy orders but died young. His signature occurs in the Ashby[sic] 
register as curate in the year 1632 but where else he exercised his ministry and the place and date of his death have not 
been ascertained. [Francis Redfern History and antiquities of ... Uttoxeter Second Edition (1886) p331-2] [Redfern writes 
Ashby intending Ashley, but the 1632 signature has not been discovered - Josiah Lightfoot's signature is found] 


Josiah Lightfoot (compliant minister of Ashley) c1608-1684 B122 
Lightfoot, born about 1608 (probably in Staffs), was 4th son of Thomas Lighfoot (Jater vicar of 
Uttoxeter) c1572-1653 and Elizabeth (Bagnall). He was probably only educated to literate grade. 
On 5 Mar 1630.1 he was ordained deacon by Lichfield and that year was appointed stipendiary 
curate of Ashley to assist the rector - his older brother John Lightfoot D.D. 1602-1675. On 29 May 
1635 he was ordained priest by Chester pro Lichfield. In 1637 he was appointed ?parochial curate 
of Marton in Prestbury, Cheshire. About Feb 1643.4 John Lightfoot resigned at Ashley and about 
Aug 1644 another brother Samuel Lightfoot 1610-1651 was apparently in office as compliant 
minister. By Mar 1644.5 Josiah was in office as compliant minister of Ashley rectory presumably 
having resigned at Marton. In Jun 1660 he continued in office as de facto rector of Ashley but about 
Sep 1660 he was displaced in office by his brother John who re-appointed him as stipendiary 
curate-in-charge.

His will made on 11 Jun 1684 was proved 
under Lichfield on 18 Oct 1684. In his will he wrote "[to] sonne John one Geneva Bible and two 
Silver Seales ... sonne Josiah all my lattin bookes, Cottons Concordance, And Bernards fesaurus 
Biblicus: And the Rest of my English books to be equally divided Amongst John and Thomas and 
there five Sisters, my wife takeing her Choice first. His personalty was valued at £47/13/0 and 
included "His Library £5". He married on 4 May 1636 at Leek to Catherine Stables (d 1692) by 
whom he had 3 sons and 8 daughters. Josiah Lightfoot (junior) died shortly after his father and was 
buried at Ashley on 17 Nov 1684.

1781) daughter of William Anwyl of 

Hendremur, the brother of Ann. Their daughter Margaret Gruffydd (d. 1809) 

married William Oakeley (1750-1811), the son of the Rev. William Oakeley of 

Forton, Staffordshire. In 1817 their son William Gryffydd Oakeley (d. 1835) 

married Louisa Jane Ness (d. 1879) of Bath, but died without issue and was 

succeeded in the Tanybwlch estate by his second cousin William Edward Oakeley, 

son of William Oakeley of Glan William, Merioneth, and grandson of Sir Charles 

Oakeley, governor of Madras, the brother of William Oakeley (1750-1811).
